Nav- 
igation was particularly difficult along 
Forsyth street, at the corner of For- 
rest and Piedmont avenues and at 
Hunter and Pryor streets. The tele- 
phone company reported an increase 
of 100 in the number of phones tem- 
porarily out of commission but no 
heavy loss in this locality. Lighting 
service was interrupted in some sec- 
‘tions of the city for short periods. |

Atlanta postoffice receipts, more 
than $160,000 ahead of all previous 
records. for the first 11 months of 
the current year, have increased this 
gain by approximately $25,000 since 
December 1, according to Postmaster 
E. K. Large? This practically assures 
a new all-time record and indicates a 
gain of nearly $200,000 over 1927 
when the total reached the peak of 
$4,510,429.85. Receipts for last year 
were approximately $5,000 below this 


figure. 
-A new monthly record will also be 


established, postoffice officials believe, 
if the receipts “hold their own” until 
January 1. Receipts for last Sat- 
urday were the second largest in the 
history of the office for any single 
day, Mr. Large stated Monday, and 
it is believed that Monday’s total will 
be even greater when the computa- 
tion is made. 

The largest receipts for any single 
month were $460,151.20 in December 
of 1926. December, 1927, had a total 
of $459,500.47 while last year the De- 
cember figures were $453,543.51. If 
the present ratio. is maintained, re- 
ceipts for this month will show ap- 
proximately $475,000. 

Only February, March and August 
of this year have failed to show a 
gain over the corresponding periods 
of 1928, while receipts for January, 
April, May, July, September, October 
and November have not only exceed- 
ed the corresponding figures for last 
year but have surpassed all previous 
marks for these particular months. It 
now appears that December will be 
added to this latter list, not only as 
the largest December but as the larg- 
est single month on record. The 
month of June this year showed an 
increase over 1928 but fell a little 
short of the largest June receipts on 
record.

Belgium To Kill Rocco, 
Italian Minister — Bel- 
gians Receive Threats. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 23.—(/)—The 
newspaper Independance Belge tonight 
said that a plot to assassinate mem- 
bers of the Belgian royal family and 
prevent the marirage of Princess Ma- 
rie Jose to Crown Prince Humbert, of 
Italy, had been discovered by Belgian 
and Italian police. The plot was said 
to have been aimed also at the Bel- 
gian and Italian ministers if plans 
for the marriage were carried out. 

The newspaper said the police here 
arrested during the past week-end a 
young Italian communist named 
Bierni, who was alleged to have con- 
fessed that he came to Belgium to 
murder the Italian minister of justice, 
Professor Rocco. 

He was further alleged to have dis- 
closed a plot to bomb the Italian royal 
train which is to convey King Albert 
and Queen Elizabeth to Italy for the 
wedding. As he described the plan, 
anarchists were to throw bombs from 
another train which would pass the 
royal coaches at Milan. 

The newspaper said further that 
Premier Henri Jaspar, Minister of 
 Sastics Janson and Defense Minister 
Broquevillé, of the Belgian <cabiuet, 
had lately received letters threatening 
death unless they prevented the mar- 
riage scheduled for January 8. 

It was believed that Bierni may 
have been associated with Fernando 
Di Rosa who fired a shot at Prince 
Humbert while be was here on Octo- 
ber 24 in conection with the formali- 
ties of announcing the engagement. 

The Independance Belge is the or- 
gan of the liberal party and gives spe- 
cial attention to diplomatic and for- 
eign news. The liberal party is one 
of those making up the coalition of 
the government. 

Prince Humbert was placing a 
wreath on the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier when Di Rosa fired at him. A 
member of the Italian embassy party 
knocked down the arm of the attempt- 
ed assassin and the bullet missed its 
mark. The prince calmly went on 
with the ceremony and did not cur- 
tail his visit in any way although the 
authorities surrounded him with heavi- 
ly armed guards at all times. Di Rosa 
was a native of Milan who had been 
studying at Paris. ‘ 

A few days previous to his attack 
an anti-fascist demonstration was held 
in front of the Italiam embassy here 
and windows were broken and doors 
stove in. 

The match betwce2n the Belgian 
princess and the heir to the throne of 
Italy was said to have been of their 
own choice for they met several years 
ago when Marie Jose was a student 
in Italy.

Caraway Discovers Slight 
in Remark and Says 
Group Will Not Waste 
Time Calling Him. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—M)— 
Chairman Legge, of the farm board, 
told questioners today that he lacked 
time to testify before the senate lob- 

committee, but would do so if 
asked, and Chairman Caraway, of the 
committee, rejoined from the capitol 
that “there is no reason wasting our 
time hearing him.” 


The two expressions were upshots 
of the exchange between them over 
the week-end regarding the farm 
board, in which Caraway replied to 
a letter from Legge with a hope that 
the board would alter its grain-market- 
ing policy. The chairinan answered in 
a statement explaining the farm 
agency's course. The Arkansas sena- 
tors communication said Legge must 
appear before the lobby committee if 
he wished his outline to appear in 
the record, and offered him an oppor- 


‘tunity to testify. 


This led to Legge’s being questioned 
aly press conference today, and he 
said: 

_ “I have no time to go before the 
Caraway committee, but if asked, of 
eourse, will go, I sent the letter to 
Senator Caraway to straighten out 
misinterpretation of information given 
them by Julius Barnes. If they don’t 
want it to go in the record, that’s 
their business.” 

Julius Barnes, chairman of the 
board of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, testified before 
the lobby committee last week that 
Legge had agreed at a conference with 
several grain operators to alter the 
loan policy of the board so that co- 
operatives would have to pay the same 
rate of interest as private operators. 
Lezge's letter to Caraway and his 
statement after the reply from the 
lobby committee chairman were made 
public last week. 

“I have read Mr. Legge’s state- 
ment,” Caraway suid today. “It con- 
tains neither information nor explana- 
tion. If that is all he has to say, 
there is no reason wasting our time 
hearing him.” 

Barnes had also testified Legge had 
promised that no substantial policies 
of the board would be promulgated 
until after conferences with experi- 
enced members of the grain trade.

Rocket Car Inventor 
Arrives in America

POPE SEES LESSENING 
UF MEXICAN ANIMOSITY 


ROME, Dec. 23.—(United News.) 
Pope Pius’ today issued an encyclical 
inviting the Christian world to join 
him in thanksgiving to the Almighty 
for spiritual achievements during the 
past year. 


The encyclical listed the solution of 
the Roman question by the ‘lateran 
treaties with Italy as highly impor- 
tant in the favor of God, inasmuch 
as it solved the very mission of the 
pope. 

The lateran pacts, it said, were in- 
spired by lofty religious conceptions. 
The reconciliation between the church 
and state, it said, held good prom- 
ises for the present and best hopes 
for the future of both religion and 
Italy, and even the whole of man- 
kind. 

Referring to Russia and Mexico, 
the encyclical said: 

“We are deeply regretful, thinking 
of the vast regions of central Europe 
in which is still raging the most ter- 
rible war not only against the Chfis- 
tian religion, but also againgt any di- 
vine human right. 

“Such sorrow has been greatly mit- 
igated by the fact that the horrible 
persecution against Catholic clergy 
and people in Mexico seems to be 
abating in such a manner as to give 
hope that a longed-for peace is not 
distant.” 

The encyclical recalled that the holy 
see had concluded concordats with 
Portugal, Rumania &nd Prussia _ in 
spite of serious difficulties, and ex- 
pressed gratification that the oriental 
churches were showing better disposi- 
tion toward rapproachment with the 
pope. 

New religious institutions created 
ia Rome within the year—including 
the Brazilian, Russian and Ethipian 
colleges—were listed. 

The encyclical concluded by saying 
the pope would extend his sacerdotal 
jubilee year until June 30

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(#)— 
Disabled World War veterans re- 
ceived welcome Christmas cheer today 
when President Hoover signed a bill 
to authorize construction of veterans’ 
hospital facilities to cost $15,950,000. 

Forecasting further projects for the 
care and treatment of veterans, the 
chief executive announced he had di- 
rected the medical council of the vet- 
erans’ bureau to study the future hos- 
pitalization needs in view of prospec- 


men. 

An increase of 4,491 beds is provid- 
ed-in the law enacted today. These 
will be distributed in 19 different 
building projects, four of which are 


to be neuro-psychiatric hospitals. 


The measure also would authorize 
$1,100,000 for a new general hospital 
and facilities for a regional office 
at a place in Alabama to be selected 
by the veterans’ bureau. 

Total $104,435,942. 

This measure brings the 
pended and authorized for hospitals 
under the veterans’ bureau to $104,- 
435,942. Despite this increase, how- 
ever, a report to congress from the 
veterans’ bureau indicates that many 
veterans in contract hospitals will 
have to remain there until additional 
facilities are constructed. 

The American Legion has sought 
the aid of President Hoover in an ad- 
ditional hospitalization program to 
cost $19,000,000. In that connection, 
the chief executive announced that he 
was glad to sign the bill today but in-

The defense declares the accused 
city councillors did not originate the 
“licensing” system but acted without 
pay to. render public _ service. 


Their collection of fees was solely 
for the good of the town, no individ- 
ual collected graft, and they did not 
intend that the licenses should justify 
the sale of liquor or protect it.

BARRING OF FIEFLIN 
LEGAL, M'CALL RULES 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 23.— 
(P)—Action of the state democratic 
executive committee, barring those 
who openly opposed the national dem- 
ocratic ticket in 1928 from becoming 
candidates for circuit, state and fed- 
eral office in 1930 primary, but per- 
mitting them to vote, was upheld in 
an opinion made public tonight by 
Attorney-General Charlie C. McCall. 

The attorney-general’s opinion was 
requested in a public statement issued 
by his father, Charles E. McCall, chief 
state examiner of accounts, on De- 
cember 19. 

None of the provisions or amend- 
ments of the Alabama primary law, 
the attorney held in his opinion, in- 
tended to “take away from the gov- 
erning body of any political party the 
right to fix more liberal political qual- 
ifications for voters than is set forth 
in the act as amended and as carried 
in the code as section 612 thereof.” 

Section 612, to which the attorney- 
general referred, has been widely quot- 


ed by those who disapproved the ac- 
tion of the democratic committee, as 
inhibitory of the distinction between 
electors and candidates made by the 
committee. 

“In my judgment,” the attorney- 
general continued, “the purpose and 
intent of the first sentence of Sec- 
tion 612 of the code is to prevent any 
governing body of a political party 
from prescribing greater political qual- 
ifieations for the electors than it pre- 
scribes for the candidates for party 
nomination. The legislature did not 
say that the governing hody of a po- 
litical party could not make the po- 
litical qualifications of the masses of 
electors desiring to participate in the 
party primary lesser than those of the 
candidate.” 

Commenting further on the distinc- 
tion made by the committee, Attorney- 
General McCall observed, “of course 
if the governing body of a political 
party fixes the political qualifications 
for its candidates, those qualifications 
would have to be met by the electors 
desiring to participate in the primary, 
unless the governing body of the po- 
litical party adopted a lesser politi- 
cal qualification for the elector. But 
as 1 understand it, the state demo- 
cratic executive committee has adopt- 
ed a more liberal political qualification 
for the elector than it has adopted for 
its candidates, é 

“I think it would be folly to assert 
that by mere legislative fiat, the long 
established rule, customs and usages 
and all the inherent powers of the 
governing bodies of political parties 
in Alabama are destroyed through the 
enactment of Chapter 20 of the code 
of Alabama, 1923. For the same rea- 
son do I believe it would be folly to 
assert that a political party, through 
its duly elected officers constituting 
its governing body, cannot invite re- 
cruits to its legitimate membership 
and cannot extend an invitation to 
former members, who, unconsciously.

I asked this question of a friend 

and he advised me to read ‘“Pen- 

guin. Island” as a possible an- 
swer to my. query. ‘I’ have just

It appears to me to be a conglom- 

erate mass of Greek mythology, 

Scripture, “Alice in Wonderland” 

and a few other odds and ends 

thrown in, for good ~ measure, .

French exploitation of . women, 

and the calm acceptance of the in- 

fidelity of wives and daughters. 

“Penguin Island.” like’ “Pilgrim's 
Progress,” is an allegory. But Anatule 
France was no Bunyan. The. most 
modern of pagans, learned, indus- 
trious, ironical, satirical and brilliant 
withal. at heart he was a weak and 
disenthanted materialist, with uo 
consistent philosophy of life, unless 
it was the old ery: “Vanity of vani- 
ties; all is vanity.” 

The world had palled on him and 
he clothed his disillusions with rhe- 
torical masterpieces which. scarcely 
concealed the moral ugliness beneath 
their deftly woven texture. Since he 
was convinced of the mockery of his 
own existence, he was always alert 
to satirize it. If possible, rend his 
speech at the unveiling of a public 
monument to himself. It is replete 
with rapierlike thrusts of sardonic 
humor. He referred to sex irregulari- 
ties. with tranquil amiability, insti- 
gated by his habits. aud for the same 
reason his fictional characters guilty 
of these offenses got off scott. free. 
To a virtuous eye they are repulsive 
and in so tar as this is the case they 
fail, for to Anatole France, beauty was 
the sole justification of art. 

You will be told by criti¢s of a sort 
that your want of appreciation only 
reveals the distance that separates 
vour stupidity from his genius. Be 
it so. But do not lessea that distance. 
There is no necessity to cultivate him 
further. What he was, what he lid

It is the very 
breath of their nostrils to point the 
finger of scorn at hypocrites. and 
rogues, since the necessary inference 
is that they themselves are sincere 
and honest.

Study the portrait of Schopenhauer, 
the patron saint of the dismal crew. 
It -had a gleam of merriment in its 
eyes when he wrote: “Life is a use- 
lessly interrupting episode in the 
blissful repose of nothing.” Here is 
the philosopher of pessimism kept 
alive by optimism. Paradoxical, you 
say. Quite so, nevertheless true, and 
about as logical as the man who re- 
marks that “all would have been bet- 
ter off had they never been born.”

Buddy, who succeeds the unfortun- 
ate trapeze performer, both as partner 
of the ezar of the ontfit (appropriate- 
ly played by Paul Lukas) and as his 
rival for Jean's hand, puts one over 
on the ezar, who: would dispatch him 
in the same way he did his former 
partner.

There is a twist to the conclusion

But he goes back, six months later, 
and finds her again. This time—but 
that’s the punch of the story and it 
would never do to spoil it for you. 

On the stage there is one of the 
unit shows, this time headed by Dave 
Harris, who is billed as the “one-man 
band,” a sobriquet earned by his abil- 
ity to play a wide assortment of in- 
struments. Highlights in the show 
are the young son of Dave Harris, 
with his dancing and songs, the three 
Tanzolas, a remarkable dancing trio, 
four girl violinists, a couple of come- 
dians and the Hawaiian finish.* It is

At least two Georgia towns, Barnes- 
ville and Forsyth, robbed of electric 
service by the snapping of ice-laden 
wires, Monday set about repairing 
utilities and communication facilities 
seriously disrupted by winter's latest 
assault. Citronelle, in nearby: Ala- 
bama, reported similar conditions.

COUNTRY DIGS OUT 
OF HEAVY SNOW.

Lying under a blanket of snow 
that ranged in thickness from inches 
to feet, most of the central and north- 
ern portions of the United States, 
save the ~Pacific northwest, looked 
forward to celebrating a white Christ- 
mas. 

Until last night, when temperatures 
began to rise, it looked as though the 
white Christmas might extend into 
the south, too, almost to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Warmer weather, however, turned 
the snow—11 inches deep as far south 
as Shreveport, La.—into siush, and it 
was predicted that none would be left 
by tonight.

The roads, on the whole, are far 
from disturbed by the commission’s 
report and, whatever congressional ac- 
tion may follow disclosures of con- 
solidation plans, it is unlikely that any 
practical accomplishment will come 
within the next few years. 

Commissioner Eastman’s statement, 
following the release of the majority 
opinion on consolidation, said: 

“The plan of the commission is not 
compulsory upon the carriers but is 
merely directory and is intended as a 
general guide for future consolidation 
with the burden of proof upon the 
carriers to show that they should be 
permitted to consolidate along lines 
other than those laid down in the 
report.” 


RAIL MERGER BILL 
WILL BE PUSHED. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 23.—(/)— 
Prospects for early congressional con- 
sideration of legislation to facilitate 
general railroad consolidation were 
raised today, following the promulga- 
tion Saturday by the interstate com- 
merce commission of a specific plan 
for wholesale unification of the coun- 
try’s transport systems. 

Senator Fess, republican, Ohio, who 
has a rail consolidation bill pending, 
announced that he would press it for 
action this session in the belief that 
new law is necessary to clear away 
obstacles to the program. 

The Fess step represented the only 
additional approach to the subject to- 
day in official circles. Railroad com- 
mentators were a unit in expecting 
that no programs are likely to be pre- 
sented soon from carrier quarters 
looking toward the linking of any 
group of carriers under the plan. 
It was pointed out that the legal and 
operating staffs of all carriers mist 
have weeks for study of the details: 
that only three or four railroad groups 
in the country are actually seeking 
to take advantage of the present pro- 
visions of law permitting consolida- 
tion; and that the commission plan 
seriously modifies all the rail merger 
projects that have been actually ad- 
vanced. 

Further, it was rather the opinion 
of railroad executives that the com- 
mission would now elicit the views of 
the carrier representatives on its 
plans, by s ne series of open hearings 
or conferences, though none of these 
has been called. Some persons close- 
ly associated with railroad and bank- 
ing plans were inclined to consider 
that years might elapse before any 
substantial portion of the rail lines 
by the plan would be put 
inte shape for actual.grouping. The 
initiative in merger action, it was 
pointed out, is not with the govern- 
ment but with heads of railroads. 

In the manifold provisions of the 
Fess bill, some semi-compulsory pow- 
ers would be given the commerce 
commission to bring about consolida- 


tions, but railroad lawyers familiar 
| with its terms expressed doubt that 


these would seriously change the sit- 
uation. Railroad groups must actul- 
ly propose consolidation in any par- 
ticular instance, even should the Fess 
bill pass, and unless its provisions are 
sharply altered, the government would 
be without power to order merger. 

Both Senator Fess and Chairman 
Couzens of the senate interstate com- 
merce committce are studying addi- 
tion provisions suggested for the law, 
particularly one which aims at giving 
the government control over holding 
companies which buy railroad stock 

These holding or investment com- 
panies, several of which have been 
created during the past year, are prob- 
ably beyond the jurisdiction of the 
commission, ; senators  be- 
lieve, and where their holdings of rail 
are important, might present 
new cifficulties to any consolidation 
procedure. It was considered likely 
tonight that the railroad legislative 
situation will become the subject of 
senate committee hearings soon after 
the Christmas recess,

There is an impending pitched battle between the highbrows and 
the lowbrows in our universities, according to the warning sounded by 
Dean Henry Wyman Holmes, of the graduate school of education of 
Harvard. Speaking before the Massachusetts Coaches’ Association the 
other night, he said: “You will have to stress mass athletics instead 
of these highly specialized groups if you want to win in the coming 
battle between educators and athletic forces.” 

The statement of the dean is characterized as an ultimatum, 
which makes it look as though the college professors of the coun- 

try were preparing to marshal their forces against the coaches. 

It has all the earmarks of a long-drawn-oui war which will spread 

from campus to campus until the entire educational system of 

the United States is involved in the strife. 

Certainly something should be done before the militant. professors 
in cap and gown march. forth to do battle with the coaches in their foot- 
ball helmets’ and their war-torn jerseys. The professors outnumber the 
football coaches for the present, but it is more than likely that the old 
grads of the various univerSities will mobilize on the side of the coaches. 


|The stand of the undergraduates is uncertain. 


With this great struggle in imminent prospect it might be 

just as well to inquire into the causes, naturally with the object 

of averting this fratricidal strife, if possible. These seem to be 

the overemphasis of the athletic side of college life and the under- 

emphasis of the acadamic side. At least this is what a neutral 

infers from what can be seen through the gathering clouds of war. 
The remedy would seem to be not to reduce the emphasis on football 
and other forms of collegiate athletics, but to emphasize the academic 


side? 

Here the college professors seem to be lacking. "It looks as 
though it should be up to them to make the academic side so 
attractive that the undergraduates would at least have as much 
affection for the head of a department as they have for a football 
coach who turns in a satisfactory number of victories a season. 
Perhaps this might seem like unfair competition. But is it? The 

claim is that football and other athletic training is just as necessary and 
desirable for college men in the preparation for after life as the academic 
training. It would seem up to the heads of departments to keep the 
Students convinced that the academic training is at least as important 
as the athletic preparation. 

There has been a growing acrimony on the part of the aca- 
demic side toward the athletic side because it seems fairly well 
established that the salary of a successful football coach exceeds 
that of the head of a department, and in ‘some instances that of a 
university president. Hence the cause of this collegiate war— 
if it comes—will be like the cause of nearly all wars, economic. 

__ AS gt obviously seems impossible to establish parity in economic con- 
ditions” at the universities by reducing the salaries of the coaches it 
would seem necessary to raise the salaries of the members of the faculties. 
Dean Holmes says that the coaches should be made members of the 
faculties. Perhaps he means in the matter of salaries. It might be better

AND OLD FITZ 
RATED HIGHEST 


England Still Producing 
Great Fighters—Few 
of Them Large.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Boxing 
fans constantly ask me why there are 
no more great English heavyweight 


which produced such men as Jack 
Broughton, father of boxing ; Mendoza, 
Henry Pearce, the game chicken, who 
retired undefeated; “Dutch Sam” 


liam Thompson, known as “Bendigo ;” 
Jem Ward, champion of England for 
15 years and also a fine landscape 
painter (Robert Zuppke please no- 
tice); Tom Sayers, Jem Mace, Char- 
lie Mitchell and Bob Fitzsimmons, 
should continue to breed great pugi- 
lists. 

What these fans do not appear to 
consider is that, while almost all of 
these men were world’s champions in 
their day, few of them were heavy- 


weights. 
THREE BEST. 

The three best fighters I ever knew, 
pound-for-pound, probably were Bob 
Fitzsimmons, Harry Greb and Jimmy 
Wilde, and two of the three were Eng- 
lish born. Broughton was not what 
we'd call a big man. Mendoza weighed 
160, Pearce stood 5 feet 9 inches and 
weighed 175 pounds. Like Joe Gans, 
he died of tuberculosis. Dutch Sam 
weighed little over 130. He only 
stood 5 feet 6 inches. Bendigo was 
a tall middleweight, although he might 
have scaled a few pounds under that 
limit. Jem Ward was a light-heavy- 
weight. Sayers, Mace, Mitchell and 
Bob Fitzsimmons were all somewhere 
between the middleweight and light- 
heavy class. But they all beat heavy- 
weights, even little Dutch Sam.

Among English champions who were 
real heavyweights were Jack Slack, 
fom Johnson, who was 5 feet 10 
inches and weighed 202 pounds, and 
who beat the 240-pound Isaac Per- 
rins, England’s first Jess Willard; 
Tom Cribb, Tom Spring, John Gully, 
Ben Brain and Tom King. Other good 
heavy men were Deaf Burke, who, like 
Slack, was about Tom  Sharkey’s 
build; Bill Neat, William Perry, the 
“Tipton Slasher,” and a few more. 

But the point I wish to make is 
that most of the men whg made Eng- 
land famous as the boxing center of 
the world were not giants, but smaller 
men who could lick giants. 
art of fighting with the fists spread 
there developed a class which had 
the speed, science and courage of the 
giant-killers, added to more weight and 
power. Pound-for-pound, Fitz was a 
better fighter than Jeffries—as big 
Jeff is the first to tell anybody—but 
not man-for-man. Jess was too big 
for freckled Bob. 

MODERNS BETTER. 

And I believe that Fitz, Jeff, Demp- 
sey or Tunney would have beaten any 
of those’old champs; not because they 
have any more courage, but because 
they know a lot more about the 
cause they know a lot more about the 
game. Boxing has improved, just as 
all else has developed. But I do not 
believe that Joe Beckett or Phil 
Scott are so much better than some 
of those old-timers.

J. S. Lee Loses Bacon County 
Post by Decision—Byrd 
Fills Place. 


A decision of the Bacon county su- 
perior court ousting J. &. Lee from 
the office of ordinary, was affirmed 
by the Georgia supreme court in an 
opinion rendered Monday. 

Until a successor is named, the 
place will be filled by A. F. Byrd, his 
predecessor, who last spring initiated 
quo warranto proceedings attacking 
Lee's right to the office. _ 

In his petition Byrd alleged that he 
had been elected ordinary in 1924, 
to serve from January 1, 1925, for 
four years and until a duly elected 
successor was installed; and that he 
held office until April 29, 1929, when 
a court order was served upon him to 
ph the records of the office over to 
ser, ‘ 

He alleged that Lee, at the time of 
his election in November, 1928, was 
not a qualified voter of the county, 
because his taxes were not paid in 
full, constitutionally disqualifying him. 

The superior court of Bacon county 
upheld him in his contentious, de- 
claring the office vacant. The deci- 
sion of the supreme court affirmed 
that of the lower court except as to’ 
the vacancy existing. The law is, the 
eourt said, that the predecessor in of- 
fice, under such circumstances, would 
continue to hold the office. 


ATTORNEY JONES 
ISSUES STATEMENT 


IN PATTERSON CASE} 


Concerning the case of D. B. Pat- 
terson, of College Park, recently set- 
tled, his attorney, W. R. Jones, Mon- 
day made the following statement: 

“The prosecuting attorneys nol 
prossed three felony indictments,.and 
22 misdemeanor counts and recom- 
mended a fine of $300, all of which 
was approved by the trial court. This 
shows that Judge Patterson was not 
guilty of any very great infraction of 
the law. 

“It was charged that Judge Pat- 
terson issued certain warrants for 
the purpose of extorting money. These 
acts were termed blackmail under the 
indictments. It was not insisted that 
Judge Patterson ever received any 
money other than his lawful cost, and 
in no case did the indictments charge 
that -he had actually received any 
money whatever, other than his cost. 
The indictments simply charged that 
the warrants were issued for the pur- 
pose of extorting money, which charge 
was denied by Judge Patterson so far 
us he is personally concerned. 

“It is admitted that Judge TPatter- 
son issued some warrants and orders 
which were irregular and technically 
unlawful. He signed the name of sev- 
eral prosecutors to the affidavits. on 
which the warrants were based. How- 
ever, in these casés the prosecutors re- 
quested Judge Patterson to issue the 
warrants and authorized him to sign 
their names to the affidavits, which 
he did, thinking he had a right to 
do so, 

“Judge Patterson accepted the set- 
tlement as a matter of expediency. 
He acted in good faith all the way 
through and whatever wrong was done 
was the result of his lack of knowl- 
elge of procedure, for in no case is 
it admitted or charged that he received 
any money except his cost nor in fact 
did he receive any money.”

Without preliminary notice, trade be- 
tween Mexiean citizens and merchants 
of Laredo was resumed today. 

This commerce was curtailed sev- 
eral days ago, shortly after the closing 
‘of the Mexican consulate, when Mex- 
ican officials withdrew the privilege | 
of admitting household goods and sim- 
‘ilar small articles, 
Laredo to Nuevo Laredo and other 
near-by Mexican towns. 

Laredo merchants concluded that 
this restriction had been withdrawn, 
although they had had no official an- 
nouncement to that effect. Their 
trade, after suffering all week, was 
‘brisk today, with scores of Mexican 
holiday shoppers.

FALL CROP OF PIGS 
CHANGES SLIGHTLY 
FROM THAT OF ’28 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—(P— 
The fall pig crop of 1929: as shown 
by the tabulation of reports of 66,- 
000 farmers was practically the same 
as in 1928 for the United States as 
a whole, the total as reported being 
5.4 per cent smaller for 1929 than in 
1928. 

In the corn belt states the report, 
which was made in co-operation with 
the postoffice department through ru- 
ral mail carriers. showed that the fall 
pig crop this year was about 4 per 
cent larger than in 1928 but decreases 
in other regions, especially in the 
south, offset the increase. 

The report showed increases in the 
number of sows bred or to be bred to 
farrow in the spring of 1930 amount- 
ing to 6 per cent for the United States 
and 5 per cent for the corn belt com- 
pared to the number of sows farrowed 
in the spring of 1929. 

The agriculture department said in- 
dications\ were that the survey next 


June would show a small decrease in 
sows farrowed next spring.

in the memory of any person living 
in this our kingdom, and which loud- 
ly calls for the deepest and most sol- 
emn humiliation of us and our peo- 
ple, therefore out of a deep and pious 
sense of what we and all our. people 
have suffered by the said dreadful 
wind and storms (which we most 
humbly acknowledge to be a_ token 
of the Divine displeasure, and that it 
was the infinite mercy of God that 
we and our people were not thereby

An attempt to capture the world for 
Buddhism is to be made.

Finding the 
Sources. 


Most astonishing progress is being 
made in cleaning old parchments and 
erasing the script, a process which 
usually reveals other and much older 
writings beneath. In a recent issue 
of “Antiquity” a writer gives some 
idea of the deciphering of old parch- 
ments and of invisible writing made 
clear again by photography with 
“Owing to the 
labor and cost of production, parch- 
ments used in: olden days for writing 
upon were not destroyed when time 
had rendered a document worthless. 
Instead they were carefully cleaned 
by chemical or mechanical means and 
used a second, and even a third time,” 
he says. “In many cases the earlier 
writings would be of much greater 
historical interest than the super-im- 
posed and visible text if only it were 
possible to read them, and _ this, 
strange as it may seem, can now be 
done. By using the method develop- 
ed from the researches of Professor 
G. R. Koegel, of Vienna, writings 
which were erased hundreds of years 
ago can be read, and gee gor oan 
taken for permanent record, and when 
the method is more widely used a con- 
siderable amount of material will be 
available which may be of the great- 
est historical importance. Ultra-vio- 
let rays are the agent by which these 
palimpsests are deciphered. The 
manuscript is illuminated by a beam 
of invisible ultra-violet rays only. 
When examined beneath these rays 
various substances, ineluding many 
dyes, fluoresce distinctly, and each 
differing substance exhibits a charac- 
ris color.

Will you kindly discuss briefly 
the points of similarity and dif- 
ference between mysticism and 
Christianity, and also why you 
prefer the latter? 


I have friends, intelligent and 
widely read, who believe in the 
former, and contend that since 
they do not actually know there 
is a Supreme Being there can be 
only the reality of their own per- 
sonalities. They say that since 
no God came to their aid or com- 
fort in time of trouble, there 
therefore can be no such God, or 
He would have answered their 
prayers and fulfilled the promise, 
“Ask and ye shall receive.” 

am quite troubled by the 
problems they raise. 


Do these friends really understand 
either mysticism or Christianity? If 
you outline their attitude correctly, 
it seems to be a species of theosophical 
cultism that begins and ends no- 
where, and chiefly consists of an auto- 
hypnosis which makes man the center 
of the cosmic scheme. 


I recommend to them and you A. 
S. Eddington’s masterly volume, ‘The 
Nature of the Physical World,” espe- 
cially its last chapter on “Science and 
Mysticism.” He shows how baseless 
the assumptions are on which they 
rest their case. 

Surely God is not to be conceived as 
a referee existing for man’s particu- 
lar convenience. Nowhere in_ the 
Scriptures are we taught to believe 
that prayer is answered regardless of 
the personal equation. “Ask and ye 
shall receive” is an encouraging proin- 
ise, but it is conditioned by 
text which you omit. Permit me to 
quote it: “If yé abide in me and my 
works abide in you.” Then, continues 
the Master in effect, your supplica- 
tions shall be answered. 

Even at that the Divine Father is 
not bound to fulfill the errant wishes 
of His children. His answers apply 
to what they need, not what they 
crave. It is unreasonable to ignore 
the conditions of successful prayer and 
yet demand a favorable experience. 

Mysticism is a word of many mean- 
ings. Its Christian form is well de- 
fined as “the life which is hid with 
Christ in God.” The Christian mystic 
dwells in that life. He is absorbed 
in its plenitude and purposes, and en- 
joys the profound harmony its be- 
stows through his unbroken fellow- 
ship with his Lord. 

This type of mysticism is found in 
the Fourth Gospel and the Epistle to 
the Hebrews. Read these two great 
religious documents for guidance and 
for the solution of your difficulties. 
Follow up with “The Mystics of the

In the “International Bible” 
each chapter is interpreted at its 
head in a few short, italicized sen- 
tences. I often find it difficult 
to reconcile the interpretations 
with the text that follows. 

For example, Chapter IL of the 
Song of Solomon, which looks to 
me like a beautiful but somewhat 
extravagant love poem, is inter- 
preted as follows: 1. Mutual 

‘ love of Christ and His Church. 

. Her hope, 10. and calling. 
14. Christ’s care of her. 16. 
Her profession, faith and hope. 

I am unable to find anything in 
the text to justify this interpre- 
tation, but hesitate to condemn it 
before learning the translator's 
reasons for drawing such a mean: 
ing from the text. Will you en- 
lighten me? 


This interpretation of the Song 
of Songs belongs to the allegorical 
school of exposition which dates from 
Alexandrian days and is still popular 
in some homiletical circles. It begins 
by assuming that the Old Testament 
writings refer directly to Jesus as the 
Christ, and goes on to make little or 
no distinction between history and 
poetry. 

The ruling principle of sound exe- 
gesis that the original meaning of any 
passage must first be ascertained is 
lost in a maze of forced analogies 
and imaginary types which frequently 
have no relation whatever to what is 
written. 


The Song of Songs clearly celebrates 
the fidelity of two young lovers ex- 
pressed in the characteristic style of 
oriental rhapsody. ‘This fact once ac- 
cepted itis quite permissible to use the 
glowing imageries of the poem in pul- 
pit discourse and for proper purposes. 
St. Bernard so used it in his memora- 
ble sermons on this lyric, although 
he did not recognize its original motif. 

The devotional use of certain Bib- 
liecal books has wrought considerable 
confusion, however, among those who 
take them literally. They spiritual- 
ize everything without regard to its 
historical setting or the specific view- 
points of the authors. 


It is here as elsewhere that the 
modern learning so wrongfully con- 
demned has rendered religion a timely 
service. It helps us to understand 
what the writers of Holy Scripture 
meant. and how to read their composi- 
tions for moral and spiritual edifica- 
tion without thrusting into them ideas 
which are entirely alien to their scope 
and purpose.

Odorless salve has to be danged good 
salve to gain any great popularity. 
Medicine without a terrible taste must 
be potent and no mistake to satisfy 
grandma. Every physician and everv 
pharmacist knows the importance of 
the color of the coating of the pill or 
the tint of the liquid in the vial if 
the contents happens to be faint of 
odor and insipid of taste. 

The odor of sanctity, now somewhat 
passe, was composed of equal parts 
of filth and bad ventilation with just 
a dash of incense. Nowadays some of 
the people are willing to concede sanc- 
tity without the nose test, and the 
incense is being more largely diverted 
to other purposes, mainly the attempt 
to cover the unpleasant odor. of un- 
cleanliness. This use of incense js 
known to the laity as sanitary precau- 
tion. The odor of sanativity is com- 
posed of the same ingredients as were 
formerly blended in the odor of sancti- 
ty only in different proportions, that 
is, slightly less filth and bad air and 
much more incense. 

A schoel superintendent asks what 
cheap, efficient disinfectant or de- 
odorant I can recommend for use in 
school toilets. 

There is no more reason for using 
disinfectants or deodorants in school 
toilets or in lavatories on trains or 
in railway stations or in retiring 
rooms in hotels or restaurants or in 
comfort stations provided by munici- 
palities than there is for using them 
in the toilet or bathroom at home. 

Where plumbing facilities or pro- 
visions for cleanliness are inadequate 
a “nuisance” will arise—a “nuisance,” 
in the popular senses. It is a short- 
sighted policy to attempt to disguise 
such a nuisance by staging a quixotic 
battle of smells. You can’t remedy 
the trouble by modifying the odor aris- 
ing from it nor by superimposing a 
more powerful odor upon it. 

In this matter it isn’t the mere of- 
fense to the senses, but the peril to 
health that concerns the sanitarian. 
I repeat there is no more peril to 
health involved in toilets or lavatories 
than accommodate the public at large 
than there is in such facilities in a 
private home. 

The only good reason for using a 
disinfectant in a toilet is to prevent 
possible pollution of sources of water 
supply by sewage. But no sanitarian 
advocates the use of such disinfectants 
in the private home for such purpose, 
and I maintain that no competent 
sanitarian can advocate their use for 
such purpose in any public toilet. 

A theory which, I think, actuates 
the federal public health authorities 
in making rules governing the care 
of toilets on trains is that now and 
then a traveler is a typhoid carrier 
and hence a menace to be guarded 
against. But. after all it is rather 
sily to guard against such a menace 
during a train ride and when he 
arrives at his destination virtually 
bid him sow his pestilence where he 
lists. Nor can you restrain his inno- 
cent, yet nefarious activities by sub- 
jecting him to a kind of deadly fumi- 
gation in the station rest room and 
then allowing him to share the use 
of the lavatory in your office. 

Adequate plumbing installations and 
unstinted use of water and soap and 
towels in these places will make them 
at least as tolerable as the private 
bathrooms in our homes.

Dates From Remote Antiquity 


Christmas cards 
dates from remote antiquity, as the 
. first one was a boulder carrying a 
' tersely-chiseled- message from a stone- 
‘age caveman. As _ civilization pro- 
igressed, writing in the earlier As- 
'syrian periods was done on clay tab- 
‘lets baked before transmission, while 
‘in Egyptian times the sending of a 
‘greeting card was a very important 
j;event. The princes and pharaohs ex- 
|\changed greetings, the message itself 
i being done Ly a hired scribe on papy- 
irus, from which modern paper takes 
;its name and origin, and the Bible 
,of the ancient Egyptians. 

In the Middle Ages, greetings, par- 
ticularly from royalty, were in the 
form of jewels or carved ornaments, 
and this extravagange continued into 
' the 17th and 18th centuries. At the 
‘French court in the picturesque days 
of Mme. Pompadour, solid gold greet- 
,|ing tablets were in vogue, and the 
| Metropolitan museum exhibits a case 
i filled with such expensive messages. 

The first greeting card in the mod- 
;ern manner is ascribed to Sir Henry 
‘Cole, author of Summerly’s “Home 
‘Treasury,’ and was brought out by 
Joseph Cundall in 1845 in England. 
For a few years thereafter the send- 
ing of these cards was limited to a few 
‘Wealthy English families, who em- 
ployed artists to make the design and 
it was a great distinction to receive 
one Christmas. Booklets were first 
used about 1884. Today royalty and 
nobility in Europe and high officials 
in the United States still call on fa- 
mous artists and verse-writers to pro- 
duce individual cards for personal use, 
but the same talent also produces de- 
signs for the popular cards. 


Sir Thomas Lipton’s Card. 


One purple three-pence and one 
green half-penny stamp, bearing the 
picture of King George of England, 
transported the 1929 greeting card of 
Sir Thomas Lipton across the Atlantic 
ocean to Mrs. Joseph N. Moody. Brit- 
ish and United States flags ornament 
the outside of the green folder, while 
a reproduction of his  ivy-covered 
cream brick mansion at Osidge, South- 
gate, England, its lawn dotted with 
marble statuary, graces the inside of 
the folder. A smiling photograph of 
the famous yacht-racing Irishman oc- 
cupies the circle, while his timely mes- 
sage is couched in appropriate words 
below the picture. Some 15 years 
ago Sir Thomas Lipton visited in At- 
lanta as the guests of the late Willis 
Ragan, whose residence occupied the 
site where today stands the Yaarab 
Shrine ‘Temple on Peachtree street. 
Mrs. Moody lived on Kimball street, 
right around the corner from the late 
Mr. Ragan, the house being built on 
the part of the property upon which 
the Fox theater is erected. Social
